Citizens  of  TOMMORROW 

Rex  Comer,  principal  of  Janson  Elementary,  has  a  simple  method  of  developing  responsibility  in 
his  students.  When  he  first  arrived  in  this  Rosemead,  California  school,  Mr.  Comer  listened  to 
what  the  teachers  had  to  say,  “They  told  me  their  biggest  problem  was  the  lack  of  homework 
completion,  the  lack  of  follow-through.” 

So,  Rex  decided  to  do  something  about  it.  Starting  last  year,  he  instituted  a  system  that  has  each 
teacher  check  homework  every  morning.  Teachers  check  agendas  to  see  if  the  assignment  was 
written  in,  if  it  was  checked  off,  and  if  the  parent  has  signed  the  agenda.  Comer  collects  all  this 
information.  :If  everything  isn’t  complete,  I  call  the  parents.”  A  brief  chat  with  a  parent  usually 
solves  the  problem.  It’s  simple,  direct  and  effective. 

But  isn ’t  it  a  lot  more  work  for  both  teachers  and  principal?  Rex  has  a  ready  answer:  “Initially  I 
made  a  lot  of  calls.  But.  As  the  year  goes  on,  it  tails  off  rapidly.”  He  explains  further:  “We  want 
the  kids  to  be  responsible  for  doing  their  work.  And  what  we’ve  actually  found  is  that  teachers 
have,  using  this  method,  actually  saved  instructional  time.” 

Instructional  time  and  student  responsibility  are  not  the  only  beneficiaries  of  comer’s  agenda 
program.  The  results  also  include  a  closer  relationship  with  parents  and  the  community.  In  fact, 
the  PT  fully  funds  the  agenda  program.  It  does  take  some  effort,  particularly  in  the  initial  stages. 
But  for  Janson  Elementary,  the  agenda  program  is  worth  it.  Haven’t  we  always  known  that  a 
stitch  in  time  saves  nine?  -  Taken  from  the  Premier  Companion

Bruce  K.  Britton  and  Abraham  Tesser  studied  the  correlation  between  time  management  and  grades  in  college. 
Ninety  students  completed  a  time  management  questionnaire.  Four  years  later,  the  results  were  compared  with  cumulative 
GPAs.  The  researchers  concluded  that  time  management  practices  may  influence  achievement.  Time  management  was  a 
better  predictor  of  success  than  SAT  scores.

What  Are  Differences  Between  Higher-  and  Lower- 
Performing  Indiana  Schools  in  Reading  and  Mathematics 

Many  of  you  may  have  read  the  recent  Education  Matter!  (July-August  2000)  However,  one 
brief  article  is  worth  repeating.  IDOE  funded  a  study  by  the  North  Central  Regional  Educational 
Laboratory  (NCREL)  to  determine  the  differences  between  schools  that  perform  higher  versus 
schools  that  perform  lower.  The  research  showed  that  schools  best  benefit  their  students  by: 

□  Providing  students  with  access  to  a  variety  of  print  materials  in  an  accessible  library; 

□  Analyzing  and  supplement  traditional  instructional  materials  (textbooks); 

□  Relying  on  several  reading  and  intervention  programs; 

□  Emphasizing  the  meaning  of  mathematics  over  mathematics  content  alone;  Provide 
mentor  teachers  to  coach  and  help  other  teachers  teach  mathematics;  and  Offer 
professional  development  opportunities  in  the  teaching  of  both  reading  and  mathematics; 

□  Having  prevailing  high  expectations  for  all  students; 

□  Coaching  and  guiding  instructional  opportunities  for  students;  and 

□  A  belief  that  ALL  students  can  learn  regardless  of  socio-economic  or  other  at-risk  factors. 
WOW!  Seems  like  an  excellent  School  Improvement  Plan. 

FIREBALLS  AT  WORK 

FIREBALLS  to  the  ISD  Audiology  Team,  which 
includes  Deb  Liebrich,  Linda  Charlebois,  and  Shannon 
Stafford.  They  have  been  busy  setting  up  and 
becoming  skilled  at  doing  ABR  testing.  ABR  stands 
for  Auditory  Brainstem  Response,  and  is  known  also  as 
BSER.  The  equipment  arrived  this  summer  and  is 
being  offered  for  the  first  time  at  ISD.  Prior  to  having 
the  equipment,  if  an  infant  or  a  child  needed  an  ABR  to 
test  to  identify  or  confirm  a  hearing  loss,  we  had  to 
refer  to  other  audiologists  or  to  hospitals,  such  as  Riley 
Hospital.  ABR  testing  is  an  objective  test  that  can 
measure  hearing.  Sensors  are  placed  on  the  child’s 
head  to  measure  changes  in  brainwaves  when  sounds 
are  heard.  The  audiologists  have  demonstrated  a  great 
deal  of  patience  and  creativity  in  learning  how  to  use 
the  equipment,  where  to  place  it,  and  how  to  make  it  as 
comfortable  as  possible.  It  is  located  in  the  audiology 
booth  in  the  main  building,  room  G-ll.  Several  ISD 


staff  graciously  offered  to  be  the  first  recipients  of  ABR  testing  so  the  equipment  could  be  set  up  right.  Thanks  to  all  the  “guinea 
pigs”  who  gave  up  valuable  work  time  for  this  project.  Any  questions  about  this  testing  should  be  directed  to  one  of  the 
audiologists  or  to  Cindy  Lawrence.

Increasing  Your 
School’s  Test  Scores 
Ethically

Students  throughout  the  nation  take  many 
kinds  of  standardized  tests.  The  results  of 
these  tests  along  with  how  a  school’s  test  scores 
rank  among  other  schools  in  the  state  or 
region  are  often  published  in  local  newspapers. 
There  may  even  he  occasions  when  the  public 
has  been  informed  of  these  scores  and  rank¬ 
ings  before  the  school  administrators  and 
teachers  have  had  a  chance  to  examine  them. 
The  reporting  of  these  results  has  the  potential 
for  a  school  to  bask  in  the  recognition  of  high 
scores  or  face  a  public  relations  nightmare 
whenever  the  performance  is  low, 

Testing  can  be  a  two-edged  sword  for 
administrators  and  teachers.  Employments, 
careers,  and  reputations  may  be  in  Jeopardy 
because  of  low  test  scores  or  because  of  prac¬ 
tices  that  some  may  perceive  to  be  unethical 
conduct  or  cheating.  There  are  courses  of 
action  that  administrators  can  pursue  to 
ensure  that  school  test  scores  increase  and  that 
the  increase  occurs  in  an  ethical  manner. 


•  Ensure  that  the  curriculum  of  the  school  is 
aligned  with  state  proficiencies  and  the 
standardized  test  content.  It  is  not,  of 
course,  accurate  to  equate  the  quality  of  a 
school  with  how  the  curriculum  is  aligned, 
but  test  performance  will  not  Improve 
unless  curriculum  articulation  has  been 
investigated  and  adjusted.  The  amount  of 
congruence  between  the  school  curriculum, 
slate  proficiency  standards,  and  lest  content 
is  a  direct  indicator  of  scores  that  a  school 
will  achieve. 


“  Each  member  of 
a  school’s  faculty  should  be 
knowledgeable  about  content 
standards  and  should  be 
responsible  for  integrating 
—  these  skills  undobjectives 
into  what  they  teach.” 


•  A  listing  or  a  checklist  of  skills  that  students 
are  to  master  in  each  content  area  informs 
students  and  teachers  of  what  learners  are 
expected  to  know  can  also  provide  evidence 
of  how  the  curriculum  and  construction 
should  be  revised.  Each  member  of  a 
school's  faculty  should  be  knowledgeable 
about  content  standards  and  should  be 
responsible  for  integrating  these  skills  and 
objectives  into  what  they  teach.  The  notion 
that  the  tested  skills  are  taught  in  isolation 
in  only  one  grade  is  a  foolish  one.  It  lakes 
the  entire  school  to  educate  a  child,  and  all 
teachers  can  contribute  to  ensuring  that 
content  standards  are  being  taught  in  their 
grade  level  and/or  area  of  specialization. 

•  Students  and  teachers  must  he  taught  to 
believe  that  tests  are  important  to  them. 
Students,  who  might  otherwise  consider  tests 
to  lie  no  big  deal,  need  to  know  that  test 
results  can  affect  their  academic  progress, 


their  careers,  and  their  futures.  They  should 
he  provided  with  the  reasons  that  they  are 
taking  the  tests  and  be  given  encourage¬ 
ment  its  the  test  day  approaches.  Students 
should  be  provided  with  opportunities  to 
practice  on  tests  in  various  forms,  and  it  is 
especially  important  that  they  become  very 
familiar  with  the  performance  items  in 
which  they  write  to  a  prompt  or  explain  how 
they  arrived  at  answers  to  math  problems. 
Practice  with  these  types  of  items  should  lie 
a  regular  part  of  their  daily  lessons,  but 
practice  testing  should  always  be  conducted 
within  strict  guidelines  of  ethical  conduct. 
Since  the  objective  is  for  students  to  increase 
their  test  scores  and  lower  their  test  anxiety, 
a  calm  manner  on  the  part  of  teachers  can 
he  reassuring  to  students. 

•  Test  taking  skills  should  he  communicated 

. to  students:  Coaching  them  to  follow  test 

directions  precisely,  read  items  thoroughly, 
use  their  time  efficiently,  use  the  process  of 
elimination,  and  always  check  their  work 
will  serve  them  well.  Some  schools  are 
discovering  that  a  good  reading  for 
enjoyment  program  can  he  beneficial  to 
their  efforts  to  increase  language  arts  and 
reading  subtest  scores. 

•  Parents  also  play  an  important  supporting 
role.  Parents  should  be  informed  of  the  test 
dates  and  be  sure  that  their  children  attend 
unless  they  are  ill.  Parents  should  take 
steps  to  ensure  that  their  child  gels  a  good 
night’s  sleep  and  an  appropriate  breakfast 
on  the  day  of  the  test.  A  copy  of  the  content 
standards,  what  their  children  are  expected 
to  know,  and  a  summary  of  the  child’s  past 
performance  should  be  shared  with  parents. 
Teachers  need  to  make  themselves  available 
to  discuss  any  questions  that  a  parent  may 
have  about  scores  of  individual  students. 


•  The  conditions  under  which  tire  lest  is 
administered  can  also  directly  affect  a 
school’s  test  scores.  Following  the  guide¬ 
lines  provided  in  the  examiner’s  manual  is 
important.  The  testing  schedule  and 

test  monitor  assignment  should  be  designed 
to  produce  optimal  results  rather  than  to 
conform  to  administrative  expedience. 

•  Additional  teachers  or  aides  assigned  to 
each  testing  area  assist  in  monitoring 
student  progress  and  can  help  correct 
problems  that  occur  when  students  do  not 
stay  on  task.  Uncompleted  paper’s,  correct 
answer’s  inadequately  erased,  and  answers 
that  are  offtrack  must  be  dealt  with  before 
the  students  leave  the  testing  area. 

Test  results  provide  a  diagnostic  prescriptive 
approach  a  clinical  approach  -  to  improving 
learning.  In  addition  to  being  trained  in  what 
the  tests  are  for,  teachers  must  also  learn  what 
test  scores  mean.  When  test  results  become 
available,  the  scores  should  be  examined 
and  analyzed  to  determine  what  skills  were 
mastered  and  what  weaknesses  need  to  be 
corrected.  Students  should  be  given  feedback 
concerning  their  strengths  and  weaknesses 
so  that  they  can  recognize  the  puipose  of  f 
having  taken  the  test. 

Again,  all  faculty  members  should  be 
aware  of  how  students  scored  on  the 
information  so  that  changes  in  instruction 
or  curriculum  can  be  accomplished  if 
necessary.  Teachers  need  to  know  the  precise 
meaning  of  predicted  scores,  standard  scores, 
and  percentiles.  A  comparison  of  actual  score 
with  predicted  score  can  be  used  to  determine 
whether  a  school  is  meeting  its  expectations. 

Careful  consideration  of  these  recommenda¬ 
tions  will  assuredly  help  in  raising  a  school’s 
test  scores  and  will  provide  ownership  of 
the  testing  procedures  for  tiie  entire  school 
community.
